rh<' tirst way is to increase the inoant MKl the tecood 
wiiy is to ilecreaM- the expenses. 

We ha\ (• a goocl deal of talk about increasing the 
income— fretting more oat of the land, saving time, im 
proving soil. etc. Nov let US study a Mt the other thin^' 
wbirli is diniinishinjj expenses. Here Are three points : 

To begin with we may go without thtni^ How much 
nnoney is spent for tMaftmat take oor fancy for tlie mo- 
ment, but uliii ll we do not really nerd I It is necessarv .Tod 
right fur every |HTsun to have a certain amount of self- 
indulgence, but, on the whole, the BBlf-indulgence busi- 
ness is generally overdone. There are ways of self-indul- 
gence which do not cost money. And before s|>ending 
good money we should always ask, "Can I get along flM 
M well without paying out this money jtist now? " 

In tfie second place, we can be careful of the things 
we havt so as to make them last as ionj; as [)ossible and 
avoid Impending money too often for the same thing. 
One maa he* to boy a new hat every spriiiff and Mt, and 
a new cultivator every three years. Another man takes 
care of his things and in the course of ten years spends 
less than haM What Mb neiglter 4Bm for hats and culti- 
vators. One woman uses sugar and butter freely ^vhen- 
ever she has some on hand and so has to go back to the 
grtH i-ry store very often. Her neighbor, by a little head 
work and caretikiag, feeds her fwiily just as well and 
only uses two>6rirdB as rniich biMer Bad sugar, saving 
the difference. 

And the third way to diminish the high cost of living 
is to make pmthBBBB in reasonably large ounntities. There 
is more waste when you buy five }K>unns of butter one 
{Kiund at a time than when you buy hve pounds of butter 
at once.- And there is a great waste to a person's time, 
when one is running to a store twice a day instead of 
planning ahead and only going to the store once a week. 
\\'ise people say that when one lives five miles from a 
store there is commonly much better planning, more 
economy in buying, and on the whole a saving of per- 
haps out -tilth the expenses for the family.
